Juarez, May 24.—Rumors of pending 


American intervention in Mexico today 
added new difficulties to the position of 
Prencisco I. Madero. These 
rumors 


were almost the sole topic of conver- 
sation in Madero's camp. 
The rebel 


chieftain declines to issue any state- 
ment regarding reports from Torreon 
that a number of .Japanese were slain 
there during two days of rioting by in- 
surgent troops. 
It is generally ex- 


pected -by Mexicans and 
army 
men 


both here and at San Antonio, how- 
ever, that if the reports prove true, 
Japan will demand that the 
United 


States take action under the Monroe 
doctrine and guarantee the safety of 
Japanese in Mexico. 


Madero is greatly puzzled by the sit- 


uation. 


If he goes to Mexico City he and 


Foreign Minister De La Barra as pres* 
ident pro tern will be forced to assume 
before the nations of the world 're- 
sponsibility for 
acts of the 
insur- 


i gents in Mexico. 
Yet Madero does 


' not have control over 13,000 insurgents 
operating in the southwestern part of 
Mexico under General Pigueros, nor 
bands in the Vera Cruz district of the 
Pacific coast. 


Moreover, Madero openly fears that 


representatives of General Diaz 
may 


i block his hopes of gaining control over 
bands of scattered insurgents who are 
fighting, not for Mexico or any partic- 
ular man but against Diaz. 


The question of American interven- 


tion, doubt as to the loyalty of all the 
insurgents and the apparent restless- 
ness of his troops here who 
deplore 


their present idleness, are uniting to 
•bring Madero almost to a state of dis- 
traction. 


In order to off-set criticism of Mad- 


ero, to the effect that he is a man of 
vacillating character, unable to make 
decision, Juan Senchez Azcosa, Mad- 
ero's secretary has issued a statement 
declaring ills chief is a man of quif'- 
decision, who does not want bloods^sfl, 
but peace. Madero's only statement in 
explanation of his delaying going to 
the national capital is that he is wait- 
ing for the retirement of General Diaz. 
The problem of handling the insur- 
gents forces will be taken up after his 
arrival in Mexico City he says. 


Socialists headed by Edward Magon 


assert that Madero is a representative 
of the money power. They declare that 
Torreon outrages 
will 
bring about 


American intervention,which they ar- 
sert is desired by the "interests" in 
the United States. Madero denies this 
charge, declaring he is opposed to all 
American monopolies and trusts. 


Much criticism is heard here of the 


action of the United States customs 
office in permitting carloads of am- 
munition and guns to cross the inter- 
national border, the same as merchan- 
dise. It is pointed out that in 
the 


event of American intervention, this 
ammunition would 
be used against 


American troops. 
The insurgents at 


Juarez are now carrying three times as 
much ammunition as is ordinarily car- 
ried by soldiers in the regular armies 
of the world.

The Body a Grace or a Disgrace. 


UR body is largely what we make It. It can be erect, lithe, a pic- 


ture of beautiful lines; In a word, the embodiment of grace. Or It 
can be fat, clumay, stooped, flabby in muscle, in various degrees of 
dilapidation; in a word, a disgrace. As to which it shall be depends 


largely upon ourselves. The trouble Is many of us let it gradually trend to- 
ward the condition of disgrace.

measure gets large and our stomach arrests the gaze because we eat 
more than is essential. 
And so on through the entire range of the 


dilapidation that goes on in our body and which changes It gradually 
*rom grace to a disgrace. 


Not only Is this change unpleasant to the eye, but It Is bad for 


the health. 
It is a sign of decay, of disintegration. 
And one should 


not let himself go to pieces, especially as it Is unnecessary. 


For, in the beginning, this dilapidation of the body doesn't come 


from Ill-health. It comes from Indifference and neglect. 
But It brings 


Ill-health. 
For when one stands or sits improperly, oi does not take 


sufficient exercise, or eats unwisely, bad health will inevitably follow. 


The one who finds his body is becoming a disgrace, Instead of an 


exponent of grace, should pull up sharply and get on the other tack. 
One of the first things to do Is to stand and walk properly. 
This in 


Itself will tone the body up and set ono on the right road. 


Merely to hold up the head or to throw the shoulders back Is not 


getting at tho root of the trouble. To get at the foundation of correct 
standing and walking, one needs to go to the spine. 
Keep the spine 


erect.

At chapl this morning 
President Smith announced that the 
faculty has upheld his action ot yester- 
day in expelling the men The students 
refuse to return to school until the ex- 
pelled men are reinstated 


The Ohio boys on the expelled list 


are Chester Rowe, a junior, of Newark, 
O ; Carl Brison, senior, Lima; 
Tom 


Farrel, a junior, Fenton Ridge, and 
Fred Wileke, a junior, Lima. 


Telegraphic advices from Ada give 


the further information today that 
the eight hundred students on a strike 
at the normal school will retuse to go 
back to their books unless President 
Smith hands in his resignation. 


According to advices received here 


the fight which caused the trouble was 
between Chester Rowe ot Newark and 
Isadore Roth of Erie, Pa. Roth was 
being subjected to the taunts and jibes 
of his class mates and finally declared 
that he could lick any one ot his tor- 
mentors. 


Rowe was selected b> students to 
do the honors and wab badly beaten 
up. His arm was broken and he was 
otherwise severely punished. 


Eight of the students most directly 


connected with the fight were dis- 
missed. This resulted in 800 of the 
.eleven hundred students enrolled, go- 
ing out on a strike. 


They refused to attend classes, they 


cut the bell ropes and wires and are 
engaging in other disorders which has 
practically suspended the work ot the 
school.

is said to have an inheri- 
tance of $60,000 with the proviso at- 
tached that he secure his diploma from 
the normal university this year. He 
is anxious to get back and take his 
work so he won't lose his inheritance
